Sia — The  above  named  discourse  has  been  handed 
uie  by  a  frietid,  who  informed  me  that  it  was  yours 
— tliat  you  thoU|j;lit  it  unanswerable — witli  a  request 
iliiit  1  should  reply  to  liie  arguments  it  contained 
iiifiiiiist  that  glorious  diK'irine  of  universal  holiness 
and  happiness  winch  “God  hath  spoken  hy  tli'-j 
iinmtli  of  all  his  holy  prophets  since  the  world  be- 
jiaii.”  I  have  been  pleased  to  find  the  author  use' 
sn  mu«;h  canihir,  and  at  least  semblance  of  arju-j 
meal,  in  this  discourse  ;  for  it  is  very  stddoni  we; 
liuiirany  other  arguments  against  this  doctrine  than 
laisrepiasentalion,  slander  ainl  ridicule. 

Though  1  am  wholly  unacquainted  with  yon,  yet. 
tiiryour  satisfaction  and  the  advancement  of  truth,  | 
I  iiave  cohsenied  to  make  a  few  remarks  in  reply  to; 
the  above,  hoping,  through  the  bh'ssing  of  our  hea-| 
vHily  Father,  they  may  be  instrumental  in  pullingi 
(ii)Wii  error  from  its  strong  holds,  and  building  np 
liie  cause  tif  truth,  piety  and  virtue.  1  shall  lie  ne-' 
•  easitated  to  use,  great  brevity  in  my  remarks,  or  to| 
jiroloiig  this  article  beyond  all  reasonable  bounds, 
iwa  pamphlet  of  tvvciity-four  pages  cannot  have  all 
its  argitnaents  answered,  difficulties  sol  veil,  and] 
Scripture  quotations  explained,  without  gri‘ut  pro 
kxity. 

Our  author’s  text  was,  Ps.  Ixii ;  12 — “Also 
unto  thee,  O  Lord,  belongcth  mercy  :  for  thou  reii- 
ilerest  unto  every  man  at  cording  to  his  work.” 
From  liiis  he  argues,  1.  “That  God  rewards  and 
punishes  every  man  according  to  bis  works.”  So 
lar  we  agree  with  him  :  it  is  scriptural ;  it  is  truth, 
tioil  hath  ticclared  that  he  ”  will  i>y  no  means  clear 
■  tie  guilty,”  and  that,  “though  hand  join  in  hand, 
the  wicked  shall  notgo  unpunished.”  No  lieing  can 
Kill  wall  impunity.  It  is  iinpussihle,  in  the  nature 
of  things.  Every  man,  then,  will  be  rewarded  for 
«very  good  deetl  and  punished  for  every  evil  deed 
that  he  does,  without  any  possibility  of  escape.  Not 
oven  repentance,  nor  regeneration,  nor  the  merits 
"I  Christ,  can  clear  the  sinner  from  the  just  dement 
of  his  sins.  The  wages  of  sin  tlie  sinner  must  re- 
•vive,  l>e  it  more  or  less.  It  is  the  truth  ol  God, 
■Old  who  dare  gainsay  it? 

Our  author  secondly  inquires,  when  men  are  re¬ 
warded  and  punished  according  to  their  works? 
This  we  are  willing  to  leave  to  the  disposal  of  our 
keavenly  Father,  knowing  that  he  chastises  hut  for 
•ur  good,  and  that,  when  and  where  he  sees  best. 
IVbether  he  will  punish  after  this  life,  we  pretend 
sot  to  determine.  “Secret  things  belong  to  God, 
hut  things  revealed,  to  us  and  our  children.”  Many 
scriptures  speak  of  rewards  and  punishments  in  the 
prr>seiit  tense,  (Isa.  Ivii :  20  ;  Job  xv  ;  20-35  j  Ps. 
cxix:  165;  Heb.  iv  :  3,  kc..)  and  others  in  the 
Aiture,  (that  is,  future  to  the  deed  which  is  rewarded 
•r  punished,)  but  this  dues  not  prove  it  will  he  in 
some  other  world.  Our  author  says,  “  We  know 
that  God  does  not  reward  every  man  according  to 
bis  works  in  this  w|irld.  The  sinner  is  not  always 
the  most  wretched  here,  muther  is  the  saint  the 
most  happy.”  We  acknowledge  that  the  saints  are 
shusiised  when  they  deviate  from  the  path  of  recti- 
hidc,  but  what  rational  creature  can  believe,  in  the 
light  of  reason  and  revelation,  that  the  sinner  is  hap¬ 
pier  than  the  saint !  What  ails  the  sinner  ?  Why 
imn  he  dread  the  hour  of  solitude  and  re6ectiqn  1 


I  Why  start  aghast  at  every  rustling  leaf?  Why  his 
I  hand  on  his  breast  ?  There  gnaws  the  worm  that 
never  dies  ;  there  burns  the  fire  that  is  never  quench¬ 
ed.  A  sword  that  continually  pierceth  the  soul ;  a 
sting  that  cannot  exhaust  its  poison.  What  pangs 
of  remorse  strike  through  his  liver?  Who  can  bear 
— who  can  tell  the  torment  of  a  wounded  and  guilty 
conscience?  “Saith  my  God,  there  is  no  peace  to 
the  wicked,”  but  “great  peace  have  they  that  love 
GihI’s  law,  and  nothing  shall  offend  them.”  “  The! 
wicked  are  like  the  troubled  sen,  whose  waters  can¬ 
not  rest,”  but  the  righteous  “  enter  into  rest”  and 
“  find  rest  unto  their  souls.”  To  support  this  po¬ 
sition,  our  author  has  quoted,  “  If  in  this  life,  only,] 
we  have  hope  in  Christ,  we  are  of  all  men  the  most 
miserable”-i»i.  e.,  if  there  were  no  resurrection — 
no  future  state  of  existence— if  the  apostles  had  no 
such  ho|ie— they  would  have  been  the  most  misera¬ 
ble  of  men.  But  they  had  such  hope  ;  therefore, 
instead  of  being  the  most  miserable,  were  probably 
the  most  happy. 

Our  author  thirdly  inquires,  what  those  works 
are  according  to  which  all  will  be  rewarded  andi 
punished.  It  is  so  plain  that  these  works  are  the 
good  and  bad  deeds  of  men — their  evil  and  wellj 
doings— that  it  is  unnecessary,  with  rational  people,] 
to  attempt  proof,  God  has  promised  to  reward) 
those  who  oliey  his  commands ;  but  those  whol 
disobey,  be  will  punish  with  tribulation  and  an-' 
guisli.  On  this  our  auiiior's  ideas  are  strange,  ab-| 
surd  and  contradictory.  He  says  a  “  man  will  bej 
acquitted  and  rewarded,  not  because  he  has  always' 
been  ju^tified  and  holy,  but  because,  by  faith  in! 
Christ,  the  guilt  of  his  sins  has  been  washed  away. 
All  hts  sins  will  doubtless  be  brought  up  in  the 
judgment  against  him.  but  fur  these  be  has  an  uti- 
set,  however  iiumeroiis  and  aggravated  they  may 
have  been,  in  the  faith  which  he  has  exercised  in 
the  merits  of  Jesus  Christ.”  I  ask,  in  the  name 
of  common  sense,  is  this  rendering  to  every  man 
according  to  his  works?  However  numerous  and 
aggravated  his  sins,  he  escapes  all  punishment  there¬ 
for,  “  because  by  faith  in  Christ  the  guilt  of  his 
sins  has  been  washed  away.”  No.  mutter  how 
great  his  crimes  and  iniquities,  he  has  an  offset 
against  them — an  offset,  not  of  his  merits,  but  of 
Jesus  Christ’s — not  of  his  works,  but  of  that  faitli 
which  is  “  the  gill  of  God  !”  Su  fur  from  every 
trunsgressitm  and  disobedicnc<e  receivihg  a  just  re¬ 
compense  of  reward,  the  guilty  are  cleared  Ironi 
their  just  demerits  and  Vewurded  with  a  crown  of 
glory,  because  they  have  repented,  ur  God  has  given 
them  faith  ! 

The  author  says,  “Fourthly,  What  is  the  ex¬ 
tent  to  which  these  works  are  rewardableor  punisha¬ 
ble  ?”  The  text  says  according  to  his  works.  Man 
is  a  finite  or  limiteil  being.  All  his  faculties  and 
powers  are  finite,  and,  consequently,  his  actions. 
To  suppose  a-finite  bidng  could  periurm  an  infinite 
act,  would  be  the  grossest  absurdity.  It  would  be 
supposing  an  effi‘Cl  greater  than  its  cause— a  stream 
to  rise  higher  than  its  fountain.  The  deeds  of  men 
are  finite,  and  can  merit  only  finite  rewards  and 
punishments.  If  the  punishments  are  according  to 
the  deeds,  then  they  must  be  finite  also.  Hence, 
they  cannot  be  endless,  fur  an  endless  punishment 
is  one  infinite  in  duration.  How  rational  beings 
could  ever  be  led  to  believe  that  endless  misery  was 
a  just  punishment  fur  the  deeds  done  in  the  body, 
is  surpassing  strange !  Justice  can  never  demand  a 
dollar  fur  an  orange  worth  two  ccn4a ;  neither  can 
it  demand  ten  thousand  years  of  torture  for  the 
crimes  of  a  minute.  Still  this  would  be  nothing  in 
comparison  with  endless  misery.  Should  every 
act  of  aperspn  be  a  crime,  and  cveiqt  crime  be  pun¬ 


ished  with  a  thuusiiiid  years  of  torment,  yet  this 
would  be  infinitely  less  than  endless.  And  what 
demon  could  wish  it  longer  protracted  ?  But  to  sup¬ 
pose  ten  thousand  times' ten  thousand  years  of  the 
must  excruciating  torture  to  roll  away,  and  that  as 
many  times  repeated  as  there  are  stars  in  the  sky, 
spires  of  grass  in  the  field,  and  grains  «>f  sand  with¬ 
in  our  globe,  and  yet  their  tornietit  to  lie  no  nearer 
an  end  than  the  moment  it  commenced,  and  theidm 
is  shocking  and  horrible.  Cither  God  is  malevo¬ 
lent,  or  endless  misery  is  false. 

Our  author  argues  that  the  punishment  of  the 
wicked  is  endless,  because  it  is  contrasted  with  the 
reward  of  the  righteous  ;  and  that  the  eternal  life 
conferred  upon  the  righteous,  is  the  reward  of  faith 
and  its  fruits,  he  thinks  is  too  plain  to  admit  of  a 
doubt.  If  this  were  the  fact,  his  argument  would 
fail  him  ;  because  a  contrast  does  not  always  prove 
the  things  contrasted  to  be  of  equal  duration.  No, 
nut  even  when  the  same  words  are  used  to  express 
duration.  VVe  say  a  man’s  sickness  has  been  of 
long  duration  ;  we  also  say  a  kingdom  has  been  of 
long  duration  ;  but  who  would  understand  the  dura¬ 
tion  of  the  one  to  be  as  lung  as  the  oilier  ?  We  say 
a  great  mouse  and  a  great  elephant ;  but  who  would 
understand  one  to  be  as  large  as  llie  other  ?  Onr 
author  takes  it  for  granted  that  the  reward  of  the 
righteous  is  endless.  We  have  already  proved  the 
deeds  of  men  to  be  finite,  or  limited,  hence  their  re¬ 
wards  and  punishments  are  both  limited,  and.  there¬ 
fore.  not  endless. 

Franklin  in  one  of  his  letters,  says  be  who  should 
demand  a  large  plantation  fur  giving  a  drink  ol  cold 
water  to  a  thirsty  person,  would  be  modest  in  com¬ 
parison  to  him  who  expects  an  eternal  felicity  ftir 
the  good  deeds  done  in  this  life.  1  have  not  the 
ambition  to  desire,  nor  the  vanity  to  expect  such  a 
reward  fur  my  gotid  actions.  Suppose  that  we 
have  done  well— tiune  as  we  ought  to — what  would 
we  have  more  ?  Is  nut  the  consciousness  of  having 
done  good  a  sufficient  reward  ?  Have  we  any  thing 
to  charge  the  Ueity  with?  Have  we  anything  to 
buy  the  felicity  of  heaven?  Are  tve  not  still  on- 
prufitahle  servants,  having  done  only  what  it  was 
our  duty  to  do  ?  Have  not  the  peace,  jtiy,  and  cor.- 
sulatiun  of  the  virtuous  amply  repaid  them  for  all 
their  good  deeds? 

That  the  reward  of  the  righteous  is  not  eternal 
salvation  and  immortality,  is  proved  from  the  fact 
that  it  is  a  free,  unmerited  gift,  and  not  a  reward. 
If  it  were  by  works,  man  could  boast  and  say  he  had 
saved  himself.  Paul  saith,  (1)  “By  grace  are  ye 
saved  through  faith.  (2.)  and  that  not  of  yoursehes  : 
(3)  it  is  the  gif t  of  Gml,  (4)  not  of  works,  (6)  lest 
any  man  should  boast.”  Eph.  xi  :  10.  “  And  if 

by  grace,  then  it  is  no  mtire  trf  works  ;  otherwise 
grace  is  no  more  grace.”  What  better  evidence 
can  we  ask  ?  for  “the  gift  of  God  is  eternal  life, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.”  If,  then,  both 
rewards  and  punishments  are  limited,  after  God 
hath  rewarded  and  punished  every  man  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  works,  will  nut  all  he  on  an  equal 
standing,  as  regards  tlieif  eternal  felicity  ?  If,  then, 
God  be  no  respecter  of  persons,  and  if  salvation  be 
a  free,  unmerited  gift,  and  no  more  due  to  the 
righteous  than  the  wicked,  will  it  mR  be  equally 
b^tuwed  upon  all  ?  We  now  see  that  though  he 
will  “render  unto  every  man  aceording  to  hia 
works,’,’  yet  all  shall  ufiiniately  abate  the  same 
glorioils  immortality  and  felicity  iix  the  eternal 
world.  Our  author’s  arguments,  now,  instead  of 
proving,  will  disprove  endlcas  misery.  ^t  ns

lieved  by  no  Universalist,  and  that  are  held  only  by  b«- 
lievers  in  endless  misery.  The  are  the  following,  viz.: 

“  1.  Respecting  sin  and  its  punishment,  it  is  believed 
that  our  Creator  views  it  to  be  an  infinite  evil,  being  a 
violation  of  his  infinite  law ;  and  that  nothing  short  of 
jondless  punishment  nan  be  its  just  retribution. 

“2.  Consistently  with  the  foregoing,  it  is  believed 
ihat  the  punishment  of  sin  which  men  commit  in  this 
mortal  state,  is  not  inflicted  nor  endured  in  this  life,  but 
that  it  will  be  inflicted  and  endured  in  the  future,  immor¬ 
tal  state.
